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Allied Occupation Two Francs of 1944 

by Ricardo Mendez Barozzi 


The French position during the Second World War was varied. 
Although after the Germans invaded Poland, France was allied with 
Great Britain against Germany, after the Germans invaded France in 
1940, there were rumors of mysterious missing film footage of the 
German parade in Paris showing French people applauding the invading 
army. France itself was split: the north of the country and a thin strip 
going around to the Spanish border were occupied by Nazi Germany, 
while the south of the country was placed in charge of a pro-Nazi 
government commanded by Marshall Henry Petain who had been a hero 
during the First World War. However, General Charles De Gaulle made 
several speeches from London and Algiers to the French people calling 
on them to resist and to continue the struggle on the Allies’ side. 1 




In both zones dif¬ 
ferent kinds of coins 
were minted, those 
done in the occupied 
zone had a similar 
design to the previous 
legal tender coins but 
in zinc; in the south, 
the Vichy government 
issued a new series in aluminum with the French legend Work Family 
Fatherland. Photo courtesy coincommunity.com. 


In preparation for D-Day, 50 million coins with the 
face value of 2 francs were minted in Philadelphia to 
be used by the soldiers in the liberated zone. When 
De Gaulle (photo left 2 ) discovered this, he became 
very upset and argued with Sir Winston Churchill and 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower that the issuing of coins was 
inherently a sign of national sovereignty and therefore 
was the responsibility of the new French government commanded by

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himself. Nevertheless, the U.S. President Franklin D. Roosevelt claimed 
that when his country entered into the war, the only France he knew was 
the Vichy Republic, allied to the Nazi Germany.

The coin in question was an emergency issue. In terms of style, it’s 
pretty rudimentary: on the obverse appears the word FRANCE 
surrounded by a laurel wreath and on the reverse is inscribed “LIBERTE 
EGALITE FRATERNITE 2 FR.1944”. It was the only coin in this series 
and circulated just for a brief time after the Allied occupation. The coin 
is part of the so-called billet drapeau, banknotes issued by the allied 
troops to be used in France during wartime.

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An Interesting Decade for U.S. Copper Coinage

The past few years have seen some action in our little one cent coins, 
often called pennies. Changes in the reverse design mean that there are 
now some cents we can hunt for out of change, or try to glean in a high 
mint state grade from bank rolls. There has not yet been the report of a 
major rarity or variety, either in what gets called the Bicentennial 
Reverses of 2009 or the more recent Shield Reverses, but one never 
knows what a serious collector might still find with a strong enough 
magnifying glass and a healthy dollop of patience. Yet even though our 
cent has seen some action in the past seven years, there is a past decade 
that had even more going on. We’re talking about the years 1856 - 
1865. Take a look at what a person might be able to collect: 

1856: the Large Cent and the Flying Eagle Cent 

The large cent was costing more than one cent per 
coin to produce in 1856 (photo courtesy coinfacts 
.com), and so the fine folks at the Mint got serious 
about doing something to alleviate the problem—and 
like our dear, beloved federal government today, took 
a long time to do it. There had been plenty of small, 
copper tokens circulating for the past 
couple of decades. As well, Dr. Lewis 
Feuchtwanger had approached Congress 
about a proposed new nickel-based alloy 
and size for a one-cent coin back in 1837 
(and had been rebuffed), leaving us with 
his tokens as a collectible today (photo courtesy coinauctionshelp.com). 
And in 1856, while still pounding out a river of well over 2 million 
copper large cents, the Mint finally got to producing the first of our small 
cents. The 1856 Flying Eagle cent is one of those pieces that exist in 
some half way point between being a pattern and a circulating coin. 
They are smaller, of different design, and of different composition than 
the copper large cents (they are 88% copper, 12% nickel). Estimates 
vary, but it seems that only a few thousand Flying Eagles were made, 
making them furiously expensive today. But the 1856 large cent—a coin 
with a couple of varieties concerning its date, by the way—can be 
purchased in just about any grade. 
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1857: the Final Large Cent, the First Regular-Issue Flying Eagle 

The final “hurrah” for the large cent 
came in 1857, and once again there are a 
couple of varieties for it, based on 
differences in the numbers of the date. 
High-grade versions of this large cent 
can be costly, but that means we might want the 1857 Flying Eagle cent, 
the work of Mr. James Longacre, which indeed flew out of the Mint in a 
flock of more than 17 million coins this year. Just about any way you 
slice it, an 1857 Flying Eagle cent is within a collector’s reach. Be 
patient to find a good-looking specimen. (photo courtesy 
usacoinbook.com ) 

1859: the Sole Indian Head Cent with Laurel Wreath Reverse 

Alas, the poor Flying Eagle cent had 
flown off completely by 1858, and in 
1859 the Mint unveiled Mr. Long- 
acre’s now famous Indian Head cent. 
These were produced in enormous 
numbers as well, at least when 
compared to most of the large cents. Prices for a specimen with a bit of 
wear on it, an EF or VF version for example, are not expensive at all. 
But the mint state versions jump up in price quickly, because there 
always seems to be collector interest in the high-end examples of any 
Indian Head cent. 

1860: the First Indian Head Cents with an Oak Wreath Reverse 






By changing the reverse design of the 
Indian Head cent in 1860, the 1859 
became a stand-alone year in the 
series. The oak wreath with a shield at 
the top took over as the reverse design 
in 1860 and stayed right up until the 
end in 1909. That first year saw a mintage less than that of 1859, but one 
still big enough that it will probably never be called rare. Decent- 
looking examples are available today for anyone with the patience to 
find them, (photo courtesy usacoinbook.com ) 
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1864: Bronze Indian Head cents and a Two-Cent Piece 

The tinkering with the Indian Head cent 
was not really finished when the calendar 
flipped over to 1864, as this was one of 
those years when a new alloy was used, as 
the copper-nickel planchets were hard on 
the Mint's dies. Thus both the older variety and the new bronze version 
were minted and poured into the avenues of commerce. The bronze 
version is always the cheaper of the two but both are available in just 
about any grade, as long as you have the money, (photo courtesy 
coinauctionshelp.com ) 

Yet 1864 also saw an entirely new 
denomination unveiled, the two-cent 
piece (photo courtesy coinauctions- 
help.com ). They too came roaring out 
of the gate, but did so in two varieties: 
what is now called a small motto as 
well as a large motto. The former is the rare piece with a hefty price tag 
attached to any grade. But the latter can be purchased for about $125 in 
the lower mint-state grades. That’s not too bad for a 150-year-old “new” 
coin. 

1865: Two-Cent Pieces Without Varieties 

It was 1865 that saw the first year of a two-cent piece with no varieties 
and a high mintage. A collector today will find that $ 100 still has some 
purchasing power when it comes to these bigger, copper pieces. 

There’s certainly nothing wrong with assembling some great one-cent 
collections from 2009-2015, possibly all from pocket change or trips to 
the bank. But if you haven’t tried looking back at the years when our 
copper coinage changed quite a lot in quite a short span, by all means, 
give it a look now. It can be a great deal of fun.

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Each obverse design has a large, well-executed zodiac sign against a 
starry background with the sigil near the bottom and the Latin name near 
the top. The reverse is all text, with the Latin name and English 
translation in a cursive font, then the dates and characteristics in a Times 
font.

To commemorate the bicente nni al of the Battle 
of Baltimore, MSNA issued new encased Fort 
McHenry quarters in 2014. The quarters are 
from Philadelphia, Denver, and San Francisco 
mints. A set of all 3 mints (the encased design 
is the same) is $10; a single P or D mint 
quarter is $4; a single S mint is $4.50. 

MSNA and Maryland Token and Medal 
Society (MTAMS) together produced these 
encased quarters back in 2001 to honor the 
original 13 states, of which Maryland is 
number 10. The aluminum encasing is the 
same for all coins. Originally these sold for $3 
each or a complete set of 13 for $40. The 
Maryland quarter (as one might suspect) is 
sold out, but the other 12 are available on a 
first-come, first-serve basis at $3 each or 4 for 
$10. All purchases should be made through 
the editor and checks made out to MSNA.
